Two Hundred and Fifty Fail to Report for Duty at 
the Various Copper Properties — Demands Made are 
the Same as Those Promulgated at Globe—Union Op- 


EROME (Ariz.) July 7.—It was 
estimated that about 250 miners 
failed to report for duty tonight 

at the various. copper mines in the 
Jerome district as a result of the 
strike order issued today by the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World or- 
ganization. This was said to be 
more than the mine operators ex- 
pected would remain off duty. 

The number falling to report for 
work was said to be about one- 
third of the total number of miners 
employed on the night shift in the 
different mines. It was believed 
some of the men remdined away 
from the mines to await the action 
of the Jerome local of the Interna- 
tional Union of Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers at a meeting called 
for tonight to determine whether 
the union should make the same de- 
mands the Industrial Workers of 
the World have presented. The lat- 
ter organization demanded increased 
pay and changed working condi- 
ons, 

SEVERAL MINES CLOSE. 
Several of the mines in the dis- 
trict were closed tonight as a result 
of the decision of the operators to 
await the action of the international 
union. The United Verde, largest 
mine in the district, and the United 
Verde Extension were reported to 
be short handed. 

Robert E. Tally,’ superintendent of 
the United Verde, said he expected 
80 per cent. of his men to be on 
duty tomorrow. Other superintend- 
ents were reported to be less op- 
timistic and to fear threats of in-

timidation would force a suspension 
of operations. 

Immediately after the strike was 
called notices were posted by the 
Jerome local of the International 
Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers, informing members the 
action was taken without authority 
and that the union could not recog- 
nize the order. The question of re- 
sponding to the call was left to each 
man to decide individually. 

The demands made by the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World include 
the following conditions: Six-hour 
day for all underground men; min- 
imum wage of $6 a day for under- 
ground workers and $5.50 for sur- 
face men: two men at all drills; at 
least two men shall work under- 
ground in all. places; abolition of 
sliding scale contract system bonus; 
change rooms with hot and cold wa- 
ter: no armed men employed at any 
mine; no discrimination against 
union men and abolition of physical 
examination. 

The strike of union miners here 
last May was settled June 3. It did 
not involve the wage scale. The 
companies agreed to recognize 
grievance committees elected by em- 
ployees, not to discriminate against 
strikers to co-operate with 
miners in reducing the cost of liv 
ing.

Before the bill was sanctioned Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier’s proposal that the 
opinion of the people on conscrip- 
tion should be tested by a referen- 
dum, was defeated by a majority

Gov. Stephens Names Sur- 
geons for State Boards. 


Serve Without Compensation 
When Draft is Made.

SACRAMENTO, July 6. — Gov. 
Stephens appointed today an exam- 
ining surgeon to each of the 129 
exemption boards of California. 
These physicians have all agreed 
to serve the nation without com- 
pensation, and at considerable per- 
sonal sacrifice, tin the important 
work of determining whether the 
men about to be drafted are phys- 
leally fit for the army. The care- 
ful selection of the examining sur- 
geons is expected to enable Califor- 
nia to make a record in the good 
condition of its troops and in the 
small number of men whe will be 
turned back from the camps or 
from the front on account of tuber- 
culosis and other diseases which 
should have been detected. 

The original plan of the govern- 
ment was to have a local physician, 
serving as a regular member of the 
exemption board, make all necessary 
physical examinations. This system, 
it is held, would subject the physi- 
clan to the difficult and unpleasant 
task of passing judgment on his own 
patients, neighbors and friends, and 
in many instances would make it 
difficult to avoid being unconsciously 
influenced by the incessant questions 
and statements of anxious parents 
and friends of the drafted men. For 
these reasons the Governor has ob- 
tained approval from Washington 
for the appointment of examining 
surgeons whose duties will be lim- 
ited to the professional services of 
making physical examinations and 
giving expert opinions to the ex- 
emption beards. Each examining 
surgeon is appointed to serve in an 
exemption district away from his 
place of practice and residence, 
usually in another county. The 
traveling expenses will be pald by 
the government. The list of nom- 
inations of men qualified and ready 
to serve as examining surgeons was 
prepared for the Governor by the 
State Board of Health. Dr. W. A. 
Sawyer, secretary of the board, has 
been working quietly for several 
weeks on the list of surgeons. 

So far as is known, California ie 
the only State to take the burden 
of examining drafted men from the 
physicians on the local exemption 
board. Dr..Sawyer has secured the 
consent of California physicians to 
serve in whatever locality they may 
be placed. Among the examining

There will also be & 
straight. channel 1000 feet long and 
160 feet wide, running from the 
entrance of the harbor along the 
plier and wharf. The main passenger 
terminal station will be bullt on the 
east side of the turning basin, as 
near to Diamond street as prac- 
tleable. There will be three and a 
half miles of wharf frontage. 

The holding company will manage 
and operate the harbor for a period 
of forty years, after which time it 

will be turned over, gratis. to Re- 
| dondo Beach. In the meantime the 
holding company will be free from 
any municipal taxes and license 
fees. The tidelands, submerge 
lands, and lands which Redondo 
Beach may secure by possible con- 
demnation suits, will be leased to 
the holding company. The city wil! 
also abandon all streets within the 
harbor district, and secure permis- 
sion from the Pacific Electric Com- 
Pany to remove its tracks from Her- 
mosa avenue and the harbor dis- 
trict. Provision is also made that 
the harbor be maintained in first- 
— shape until turned over to the 

y. 

HARBOR COMMISSION. 


The management and control of 
the harbor will be vested in a com- 
mission of fiVe members, three of 
which will be appointed by the hold- 
ing company, and one by the Trus- 
tees of Redondo Beach and one by 
the Trustees of Hermosa Beach. 

All the data relating to the harbor 
that is in possession of the Redondo 
Beach Trustees will be immediately 
turned over to the company’s repre- 
sentatives, #0 that the work can be 
gone ahead with immediately. A 
committee will be appointed by the 
Redondo Beach Trustees to appraise 
the necessary harbor lands, and 
make comparison with appraisers 
&ppointed by the company. This 
Work is expected to be completed 
within thirty days, and the com- 
pany expects to go before the State 
Railroad Commission by the end of 
August. 

The bonds will be sold at 80 cents 
on $1 valuation, unless the Reail- 
road Commission stipulates other- 
wise, The 20 cents will be used for 
promotion purposes. They will be 
issued for a period of forty years, 
and payable beginning ten years 
from the date of their issuance. A 
sinking fund of at least $100.00" 
must be provided by then, and at 
least $100,000 yearly thereaftef, un- 
til the bonds reach maturity. They 
will bear not more than 6 per cent.

Public Schools Ignore this 


Valuable Teaching. 


WASHINGTON, July 2,-~-Investi- 
gation of fifty years of educational 
effort among negroes in the South, 
recently completed by the Federal 
Bureau of Education and made pos- 
sible by the co-eperation of the 
Phelps<dtokes fund of New York, 
emphasizes more than anything else 
the need of rural education, particu- 
larly the education of negro children 
in agriculture and simple trades 
rather than the higher jearning of 
the printed page. 

The investigation made by Dr. 
Themias Jesse Jones, a specialist in 
the Bureau of Hducation, with «a 


corps of assistants under the direc- 
tion of Commissioner Claxton, re- 
views fifty years of effor: by pubile 
suthorities, northern philanthropists 
and churches, and negroes them- 
selves 7 educate the black race in 


t 

“Ene re report says three-fourths of 
the 8,500,000 hegroes in the South 
live in rural communities, and that 
there are 8,000,000 negroes engasg 
in agricultural pursuits, cultivating 
fully 100,000,000 As owners 
and renters of lan , they are culti- 
vating 41,600,000 Re This acre- 


rage is twice that under cultivation 


either in Virginia or in New Eng- 
land, aecording to the report. Never- 
theless, the South does not produce 
enough food to feed itself, drawing 
on the rest of the country annually 
for farm products recently estimated 
as worth $750,000,000. 

“Despite the overwhelming pro- 
Portion of pogrocs living in the rural 
districts of the South, says Or. 
Jones, “the elementary public school 
systems ignore the teaching of agri- 
culture and the simple trades need- 
ed constantly on the farms. Few 
States provide higher schools of 
rieulture of supplement adequately 

Federal fun appropriated for 
® joint eperation of such schools 
ton the negrees. The schools con- 
ducted entirely by the colored peo- 
ple teach the classics and modern 
noe ee when they might rather be 
phasising agricultural and indus- 
srial training, and the other private 
schools as a whole teach farming 
and ite supplemental trades only in 
a perfunctory way. 
PREPARATION. 


“Preparation fr rural life is the 
greatest educational problem of the 
white and colored people of the 
South. The rural education of the 
n ie essential, not only to the 

elfare of the race, but also to the 
euccersful development of the South- 
ern States. 

“Of the private schools, Hampton 
Institute, Tuskegee Institute, and a 
few smaller institutions are making 


-'@ genuine effort to prepare pupiis 


for rural life. With very few ex- 
ceptions, however, the colored 
schools have failed to develop an in- 
terest Im rural problems. The large 
majority have not even tried. 

“The explanation of the indiffer- 
ence is in the conviction of the col- 
ored people that the way to pros- 
pertty and happiness is the study of 
iiterary subjects and especially the 
classical languages. In this they are 
following the example of the white 


people, who are only new beginning 


to see the error of their belief. This 
conviction is emphasized by the life 
of drudgery whieh the pupils in 
colored schools have always seen 

be the lot of colored farmers. Their 
own limited education, also, males 
them loath to lowe any opportunity 
te master the wonders of the print- 


exceedingly unfortunate that 
many of the educational leaders of 
the colored race do not sufficiently 
appreciate the significance of the re- 
markable progress of the negro race 
In agriculture. It ig not surprising, 
however, that the unfavorable con- 
ditions under which many of the 
negroes are working in rural dis- 
tricts should delude the superficial 
observer into the belief that some 
urban occupation is to be preferred.” 

Dr. Jones contends that although 
the private schools, largely support- 
ed by northern contributions and, in 
some notable instances founded and 
conducted by white men and women 
from the Gouth, have done a re- 
markable work and will for years 
to come remain an essential part of 
the movement to develop the ne- 
groes in the Bouth, the great burden 
of providing elementary training for 
the. negro people must rest upon 
public school systems of the Seuth- 
ern States. And there it muat - 
ways rest, he adds. In the halt- 
century of emancipation, [illiteracy 
among the negroes been reduced 
from a percentage of more than 90 
to one of about $4. To continue this 


‘| rapid improvement in a race's con- 


dition ard thereby to make efficient 
the man power through which the 
South must develop its vast resources 
in soll, mines and forests, says Dr. 
Jones, teachers adequate for the 
task, beth in quantity and tn quality, 
must be produced. 

The report emphasizes the great 
importance to the 22,500,000 south- 
ern whites of the conditions among 
the 8,500,000 negroes who are their 
neighbors, as well as the profound 
interest which the whole nation 
must, as a democracy, take in the 
problem. At the same time, Dr. 
Jones points out that without the co- 
operation of the white Seuth, which 
is In control of the government, the 
schoola, and the social customs, lit- 
tle progress can be made. 

WHAT IT INVOLVES. 


“The education of the negroes in 
the United States.” he says, “in- 
volves much more than the itnstruc- 
tion of a people fifty years removed 
from slavery. It involves the ad- 
justment of that group te the eco- 
nomic, civic and spiritual possibili- 
tiles of a democracy. Never was 
greater opportunity for service of- 
fered to any nation than that pre- 
sented by the need of the American 
negro for an education that wili fit 
him to undertake the responsibilities 
eof life in the twentieth century. 
Never was there a more searching 
test of democratic ideals than the 
present necessity of a wide adjuat- 
ment of the hopes and aspirations 
of 10,000,000 black people and the 
standards and principles of the 
90,000,000 white people of the

“Though the movements herein

Dr, Jones reports there are about 
30,000 teachers in negro schools— 
one teacher to every sixty-five chil- 
dren. Teo keep the ranks filled re- 
ulres 6000 new teachers each year. 

t present ali the schools providing 
teacher training are graduating only 
about 2500 annually, One-half of 
the present teachers have training 
which represents less than the first 
six es in elementary schools. 
Dr. Jones urges that every effort be 
made to increase the number of 
negro men and women who have 
been trained to lead the ‘race not 
only itn the schoolreom, but in 
proper home and community living. 

“Private funds for education of 
the negro,” says Dr. Jones, “have 
been given with great liberality, but 
at best this aid can only be supple- 
mentary: The pupile in the private 
schoolg constitute only 4 per cent. 
of the negro children from 4 te 16 
years of age.” 

The total number of negro pri- 
vate schools is 625, of which Dr. 
Jones considers 266 tea be impor- 
tant parts of the educational sys- 
tema of the States. The entire group 
represents an investment in plant, 

uipment and endowment of $28,- 
496,946, and an annual in for 
current ex of $8,026,460. 

Of the 625 schools, 11% are inde- 

ent. According to @ report, 
hey include the extremes of good 
and bad management. Hampton 
and Tuskegee inetitutes, iogether 
with several emalier schools, stand 
at the top of the scale. which de- 
scends through honestly but ineffi- 
clently-managed institutions to ac- 
tual frauds.

nerthern churches total $54. Fewer 
than half of these are classed as 
important. As @ group, the report 
States, these schools are the most 
economically conducted of all. 
Southern white churches maintain 
two schools for negroes. 

There are twenty-eight State and 
Federal inetitutions ef secondary 
and higher grade, of a property 
value of $56.727.609. These include 
sixteen land-grant institutions, me- 
chanical and. agricultural, main- 
tained jointly by State and Federal 
funds. Their administration, ac- 
cording to the report, has not been 
eatiefactory. Only two or three af 
them have adequate financial rec- 
ords. The educational work has 
been left almost entirely to the prin- 
cipals of the schools, who have se- 
lected their courses to satisfy the 
wishes of the negroes, rather than 
to conform with the purposes of 
which the Federal apprupriations 
were made. 

Of the many inatitutions for ne- 
groes purperting te be colleges and 
universities, only three approximate 
the facilities Standards of a unl- 
versity, says Dr. Jones. He urged 
that upon these-——- Howard Univer- 
sity. Washington, D. C.; Fisk Uni- 
versity, Nashville, an@ Meharry 
Medical College, Nashville—shoyld 
be concentrated all efforts te de- 
velop really first-class universities 
for the negroes of the South. Sup- 
plementing these, he would — 
certain of the colleges up to coll 
standards, and the rest he wou 3 
make into junter colleges, relieving 
the higher iInatitutions from 
present burden of 
emies to prepare students for 
legiate work.

It is significant 
to note In this connection that the 
late Pwancisce 1. Madero, Jr., who 
headed the revélution that brought 
about the everthrew of Dias, made 
the extfavageant use of money in 
bullding this theater an issue his 
campaign. He alleged that it was 
intended fer a playhouse for the 
rich people of the country and that 
the money that was used for its 
erection was obtained by meang of 
taxation on the poor

MEAT TO BE PORK. 


RAISING HOGS Is SURE WAY TO 
AID MEAT SUPPLY. 


(SPRCTAL CORRESPONDENCE, | 

WASHINGTON, July The 
quickest and surest way of augment- 
ing the meat supply next to the rais- 
ing of poultry is by raising hogs, the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture points ovt. The heg is the 
most important animal to raise for 
meat and money. He requires less 
labor, less ¢guipment, less capital, 
makes greater gains per hundred 
pounds of concentrates and repro- 
duees himeelf taster and in greater 
numbers than any other domestic 
animal. As a consumer of by- 
products the hog has no rival. No 
other’ animal equals the lard hog in 


its fat-storing tendency. The most 


satisfactory meat for shipping long 
distances on train,« boat or wagon, 


its destination is mess pork. There 
meat and meat products than the 


finds ready sale beenuse 
packers have discovered many ways 
of placing pork on the market in 
attractive and highly palatable forms 
combined with most excellent keep- 
ing qualities, There is no other meat 
from which se many products are 
manufactured. Very near 50 per cent, 
of the total value, in dollars and 
centa, of the meat and meat products 
slaughtered in the packing-houses of 
the United States is derived from the 
hog. Our country leads by far al! 
“ountries in the preduction as well 
as in the consumption of meat and 
meat products. Three-fourths of the 
world’s international trade in pork 
and pork products originates im the 

nited States in normal times, and 
the war sreatly has increased this 
proportion. According to the esti- 
mates theré was anh thier of 
9,630,000 hogs between 1916, the 
census year, and 1916, iInelusive. The 
increase at the end of 1915 wae 
3,148,000 over the preceding year, 
while it ia estimated that there was 
a decrease at the end of 1916 of 318 
000 hogs compared with 19158. 

If. we expect to continue te provide 
meat to fore peoples as well as 
our own people, every farmer must 
put forth the best effort to produce 
more hogs. Bogs can be kept prof- 
jtably upon many farms where they 
are not found today, Parmere whe 
already raise hogs can produce many 
mere fer there not much ehance 
of producing meat this year in excenms 
of the requirements. 

More dairy farmers shovld raine 
hogs for they fit In especially. well 
upon dairy farme where skim mitk, 
buttermilk, or whey is fed upen the 
farm. A man who bas skim milk 
is in a better position to raike pigs 
than a man who has none.

OOD BOARD TO 
SERVE COUNTY. 


Three Prominent Men Chosen 
to Tackle Problem of 
Yield and Saving. 

Three men to act ag a 
county food commission were 
named by the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday. These men 
will assist the County Coun- 
cil of Defense in devising 
methods for the production 
and conservation of food sup- 
plies. The appointees are J. 
Ross Clark, J. O. Koepfii and 
Fr. EB. Trask. They are all 
members of the County Coun- 
cll of Defense. 

The ordinance, an emer- 
gency measure, providing for 
the commission was drafted 
by County Counsel Hill and 
unanimously adopted by the 
Supervisors. The commission 
will start work within fifteen 
days. 

The ordinance provides that 
the commission shall take 
steps to encourage a fuller 
development of the resources 
of the county, particularly 
those from which food sup- 
plies are derived; a greater 
production of the necessities 
of life from the varied indus- 
tries of the county; an in- 
crease in the number and 
scope of such industries, and 
a more satisfactory distribu- 
tion of the products of land 
and factory to the consumer,

A brand-new scheme for ending 
the war was presented at a Socialist 
meeting held last evening at Burbank 
Hall. This luminous plan is noth- 
ihg less than that all women shail 
refuse to have any more babies, the 
idea being that if there are no more 
babies there will be no more men, 
and if there are no more men there 
can be no more fighting. Simple, 
ien’t it? 

Mra. Van Patten, who advanced 
this brilliant way to world peace, 
spoke at length on the iniquity of 
wars in genera] and this war in par- 
ticular. She blamed the present —. 
fict mostly on the capitalists, al- 
though the churches came in for a 
share of the responsibility. 

In the absence of representatives 
of the De tment of Justice, who 
have an ugly name and some uglier 
penalties for the authors of such doo- 
trines as were promulgated at the 
meeting, the speakers felt free to ad- 
vocate the hamstringing of America 
in every possible manner in her pros- 
ecution of the war.

Our army which will fight in France 
will be made up of much older men 
than fought the Civil War. 

I recently gave the ages of Union 
soldiers—only 46,000 went inte the 
army when they were past twenty- 
six years of age, while more than 
2,100,000 were but 21 years old, or 
younger. Truly a boys’ war! 

The average age of all who fought 
in the Civil War was somewhat un- 
der 22 years. 

This new army's units will all 
renge from 21 to 81, or an average 
of about twenty-six years. However, 
exemption of married men will tend 
to release a larger percentage of 
those above twenty-six than under it, 
and so reduce the average for the 
whole army. 

Deadly as the new war machinery 
ie, it is certain that Americans who 
fight tn Btrope will be alive in the

herotem in that Country to save Russia 
from national suicide. In other countries 
in which tyranny has ruled for centuries 
the voice of liberty is beginning to ery out 
in the streets and the hand of justice is 
beginning the work of readjustment. In 
Germany the whispers of the millions are 
combining into a rumble that resembles 
thunder. .The people are beginning to ask 
why more than 1,500,000 subjects have been 
slaughtered and why millions more have 
been wounded and starved.

On 
the sea all pretence at compliance with the 
law of nations has been abandoned, and 
not only have peaceful, unarmed merchant- 
men been sunk without notice, but their 
passengers and crews seeking to escape in 
small boats have been pursued and shot 
and sunk, in despite of their cries for mercy. 

In Northern France the devastation 
wrought has no parallel in the history of 
the civilized world. Towns, villages, or 
chards, roads, monuments, public and pri- 
vate buildings, churches and art galleries 
have been destroyed, women ravished and 
men deported. 

Mr. Hohenzollern has not failed to dom- 
inate his allies as well as his people. 
The Austrian Hapsburg is a pufpet who 
dances when Withelm pulls the strings, and 
as President Wilson points out, “the guns 
of German warships lying in the harbor at 
Constantinople remind Turkish statesmen 
every day that they have no cholce but to 
take their orders from Berlin.” 

President Wilson points out that the cam- 
paten for peace on the basis of the status, 
quo ante should never for a moment be 
entertained, because the entertainment of 
it would intrench the military masters of 
Germany in an armed camp, stretching 
from the Baltic to the Persian Gulf, behind 
the lines of which they would only com- 
plete their preparations for the perpetre- 
tion of fresh demands on the free peoples 
of the world, in the very way in which the 
demands upon Serbia, with which the war 
opened, proved to be but a single step “in 
a plan whieh encompassed Furope and Asia 
from Berlin to Bagdad.” 

The only terms of peace that the Allied 
world should extend to Germany are un- 
conditional surrender, democratization of 
Germany, and deportation of the autocratic 
ruler whose mad ambition has brought 
death and suffering and enslavement to her 
people, déstroyed her industries and loaded 
unborn erations with a monstrous bur- 
den of debt. 

And unconditional surrender must come, 
and that before many months With a hun- 
dred thousand airplanes dropping bombs 
into the German trenches and camps and 
munition factories and arsenals and royal 
palaces and parliament houses Germany 
, must relinquish her fight against democ- 
racy, humanity and civilization. 


In Russia a drunken man is given eight- 
een months’ imprisonment for his derelic- 
tion. No such thing as “suspended” sen- 
tences in the former land of the Czar. 


TIMELY PAMPHLET. 

The Committee on Public Information 
at Washington has issued a pamphiet, en- 
titled “How the War Came to America,” in 
which our position toward other nations is 
summarized. It says: 

(1.) The Monroe Doctrine: We had 
pledged ourselves to defend the New 
World from European aggression and 
we had by word and deed made it clear 
that we would not intervene in any Eu 
ropean dispute. 

(2.) The Freedom of the Geas: in 
every naval conference our influence 
had been given in support of the prin- 
ciple that sea law, to be just and worthy 
of general respect, must be based on 
the consent of the governed. 

(3.) Arbitration: As we secured 

at home by referring interstate 
isputes to a Federal tribunal, we urged 

a similar settlement of international 
controversies. Our ideal was a perma- 
nent world court. We tad already 
signed arbitration treaties, not only 
with great powers which might con- 
ceivably attack us, but even more freely 
with weaker neighbors, in order to 
show our good faith in recognising the 
equality of all nations, both great and 
emall. We had made plain to the na 
tions our position to forestall by every 
means fn our power the recurrence of 
wars in the world. 

A long statement is made of the reasons 
why neutrality was observed and enforced. 
Disputes with Great Britain, involving only 
property, Were capable of easy settlement 
because of the arbitration treaties in force 
between the two governments. Germany 
had refused to enter into such treaties with 
the United States. Deep resentment was 
created against this government among the 
German people by the German government 
because of our insistence upon our right to 
trade in munitions. 


Bvidence of bad faith on the part of 
that government is cited in connection with 
the conspiracies of its diplomatic agents 
and operations of its agents in Mexico and 
Japan, designed to arouse ill-will toward 
this country and embrofl us in war.

The pamphiet continues: “Judging 
the German government now in the light of 
our own experiences, through the long and 
patient years of our honest attempt to keep 
the peace, we could see the great autocracy 
and read her record through the war, and

The placard shows that | am. 
Therefore | should not be hungry. 
I'm NOT hungry.’’ 

It was actually proved that in sec- 
tions where, by proper publicity 
methods, the people were con- 
vinced that they had enough to sus- 
tain their strength, there were 
fewer pangs of hunger than where 
people, on the same rations, were 
allowed to draw their own conclu- 
sions. 

Likewise, England learned that it 
was poor psychology to cut down 
the number of luncheon or dinner 
courses as a means of conserving 
staples. Instead of saving food, 
fewer courses had exactly the op- 
posite effect. The man who sits 
down to a one-course meal wishes 
to make that course go as far as 
possible, and he is likely to order

The gulf oils make an excellent fuel. 
Three barrels of them are said to be equal 
to a ton of soft coal, and they are taking 
the place of coai on the railroads of Texas. 
This State also has workable coal fields, 
the area of which is as big as Massachw 
setts. It has lignite fields, which cover 
more ground than the State of Illinois. - But 
neither has been much developed. The stuff 
is here, however, and it should be used 
to supply the manufacturing establishments 
of the State. 


Big M@nufacturing State. 


I do not know how much fuel the fac 
tories of Texas consume, but the ‘mobiliza- 


tion of our industries may give us the 
figures. It will surprise many people in the 
North to know that there is much manu 
facturing here, but the State is making con- 
siderably more than $1,000,000 worth of 
manufactured products every day. The fac 
tories of Houston alone have 50,000 horse 
power created by fue! oll, and Dallas, San 
Antonio, Fort Worth and Galveston are all 
burning this fuel in their mills of one kind 
or other. There are something like 6000 
manufacturing establishments in Texas, and 
the total number of men employed in them 
is about 100,000. Dallas and Houston lead 
ax industrial centers. Fort Worth does 
more in packing meat than al! the rest of 
the State. 

As to the future of Texas industrially, 
her iron mines and forests have to be taken 
into account. She could do much right now 


to help the country in shipbuilding, and 
she has shipyards which were making 
wooden ships before the national shipping 
board was organized. She has forests which 
contain 60,000,000,000 feet of standing 
timber, and 5000 square miles of this are 
composed of long-leaf pine, which is excel- 
lent for marine construction. Some of the 
logs are three or four feet in diameter and 
sixty feet long. 

Texas now has 800 factories that are 
working in lumber of one kind or other. 
There are 25,000 people employed in them, 
and in addition the State has 25,000 carpen- 
ters. The two latter items should form a 
big industrial asset in our solution of the 
submarine problem. 

There is no State in the Union that can 
be more easily mobilized than Texas. Two- 
thirds of the people are native whites born 
of American parents, and about three 
fourths are native white Americans. Of the 
remainder 17 per cent, are negroes, the most 
of whom were born in Texas and are en- 
thusiastic Americans. The whole State is 
intensely patriotic, agW in proportion to its 
population it probably will furnish as many 
soldiers and workers for the war as any 
other part of the Union. Only 3 per cent. 
of the people were born in Europe, and the 
sprinkling of Mexicans, which is found 
chiefly along the southern boundary, is 
much thinner than is generally supposed. 

The State is one of clubs and organiza- 
tions, and all of these are now up and doing 
along the lines of preparedness. Take the 
food situation. The government will be 
helped immensely by the organizations for 
better farming created by the State and the 
national] government. One of these is the 
Texas Industrial Congress, which has for a 
number of years given prizes of $10,000 in 
gold to the individuals who raise the largest 
amount of certain kinds of crops under ap- 


proved directions. This congress keeps 
track of the demonstration farms, and it 
has done a great deal to improve farming 
methods. The contestants are numbered by 
thousands, and they have more than 
doubled their yield of their individual crops, 

The national government is carrying on 


a large demonstration farm work in Texas, 


There are agents in nearly every one of the 
agricultura] counties, and there are experi- 
mental counties under the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College. There are thousands of 
boys in the corn clubs and the cotton clubs, 
and they are now establishing Kaffir corn 
clubs and peanuts clubs and clubs for the 
raising of pigs and pure-bred beef cattle. 


Organizations. 


There are many women's organizations 
which will work together for the war. The 
towns and cities are filled with clubs. They 
number hundreds, and they have thousands 
of members. The Federation of Women's 
Ciubs in Texas is twenty years old. It has 
done a great work in the establishment of 
libraries and along the lines of women’s 
education. There is a considerable woman 
suffrage element, and a Woman’s Temper- 
ance Union, whose motto is “Texas Dry." 
All the cities have mothers’ clubs, which 
pay especial attention to the schools and 
keep close {0 the individual teachers. The 
State is well up in Red Cross work. It has 
many thousand women who are pow knitting 
and sewing for the soldiers, and the girls’ 
garden and canning clubs will add ma- 
terially to our food supply this year. Alto- 
gether the women may be relied upon to do 
their full’share of the work. The same ‘s 
true of the men, and the State as a whole 
may be considered one of the biggest items 
in the assets which make up Uncle Sam's 
war balance sheet.

The result of tests show that white and 
brown eggs need the same temperattre for 
incubation, as one is no warmer than the 
ether, but brown eggs have a tendency to 
poorer fertility, more dead germs, more 
chicks dead in the shell, and produce fewer 
chicks than white eggs. Under ordinary 
conditions it is reasonable to expect white 
eggs to be 90 per cent. to 92 per cent. fertile 
and hatch 75 per cent. of the fertile oggs. 
Brown eggs will run 2 per cent. less in fer- 
tility and 15 per cent less in hatchable fer- 
tile eggs.

reau Solves the Pro

The economies he practiced were many. 
For example, in his bread-making he re- 
garded such ingredients as salt and yeast 
expensive and unnecessary superfluities. 
Primitive Life at Walden. 


Perhaps the most striking example in 
recent years of reducing. life to its most 
primitive terms was his famous Walden 
experiment, begun in 1845 and lasting for 
two years and two months. On the shore 
of Walden Pond, about a mile south of 
Concord village, hé squatted upon land that 
had cost the owner $8.40 per acre. Here 
he reared his cabin made of boards from 
the dismantied shanty of a section hand 
and equipped with furniture gathered to- 
gether from the various attics of Concord, 
at no cost to him but the labor of carrying 
it away. Amid the solitude of forest and 
pond he lived the simple life, affirming his 
belief that expense incident to the average 
person was due to indulgence in non-essen- 
tials, and that the real essentials of body 
and mind could be secured at trivial costs 
or, in his own words, “a man is rich in the 
proportion to the number of things he can 
do without.” 

Thus, while his fellow-townsmen were 
toiling incessantly day after day, he was 
rambling through forest, meadow and 
swamp studying plant and animal life in 
their natural environment, or writing down 
his observations and impressions by his 
fireside. 


Like the denizens of the flelds, he dined 
at the berry thickets during the early fruit 
season; and later there were wild grapes, 
apples and other fruits to be had for the 
gathering. The neighborhood surrounding 
Walden abounded in ponds in which fish 
were plentiful even in the winter. Such 
vegetables as potatoes, turnips and corn 
he raised in his own garden. Whenever 
in need of a sack of meal or rye he turned 
to one of his many trades and worked un- 
til he had earned enough to make the pur- 
chase; then he returned to his solitude in 
the woods like a woodchuck to its burrow 
with appetite appeased. Yet, in spite of 
his devotion to abstentious living, he was 
not averse occasionally to varying his 
hard and frugal! fare with an abundant and 
substantial meal at the home of his friends 
in’ the village—so the writer was informed 
during a recent pilgrimage to his favorite 
haunts in and around Concord. 


Thoreau’s Bean Patch. 


While the subject of gardens is receiving 
go much attention these days, it is inter 
esting and profitable to read about Tho 
reau’s bean patch. 

Back of the cabin he cleared about twe 
and a half acres of land which he planted 
chiefly to beans and potatoea In their 


the hoe was the only implement 


used, and thus by close association with 
the soil he grew to prize the careful labors 
of his hands. Early in the morning, while 
most villagers were asleep, he arose and 
hoed his garden, doing most of this work 
in the cool of the day. As he hoed, his 
attention was occupied with the sights and 
sounds around him, and in this way he 
never associated Jabor with drudgery. In 
fact, he found poétry and art in all mani- 
festations of ‘bédilg activity, whether hoe- 
ing, chopping, walking or Date in house- 
hold pursuits. 

Anyone finding gardening or any of .the 
routine Jabors of the day irksome and te- 
dious should turn to the chapter on the 
bean field in the book by which Thoreau 
is best known-—‘“Walden, a Story of Life 
in the Woods,” published in 1854, This 
chapter, like the entire book, will amply 
repay careful perusal, and the reader will 
be sure to go back to his work with quick- 
ened interest. and renewed vigor. For the 
surfeited appetite and the jaded palate 
Walden will prove a wholesome and cor- 
rective tonic. 

But to get back to Thoreau's garden. 
Besi@es the pleasure of labor his crops 
one year.yielded him a profit of $8.71, 
money enough to maintain himself for 
thrée months, Beans he sold for 3 cents 
a pound, largé potatoes for 50 cents a 
bush¢l and small ones for half that price. 
At present prices the profits from such a 
@arden would have supplied him with an 
income sufficient to meet his needs for 

Thoreau’s philosophy of living is well 
three years. 
brought out in his conversation with the 
“bogger,” John Field. Overtaken by a 
storm while fishing he sought shelter at 
the cabin of John Field, who spent his days 
at the arduous labor of turning up soil 
with a bog hoe. The family of John Field 
consisted of a rather slatternly wife and 
several children: and in spite of the labor 
of the head of the familly all indications 
pointed to the fact that making a bare 
living was desperate business. ‘While walt- 
ing for the rain to cease, Thoreau, who 
comprehended the situation at a glance, 
explained to him that since he did hard 
work he required thick boots and heavy 
clothing, which were expensive and soon 
wore out: besides, hard work necessitated 
hard eating. Now, if he would only forege 
his customary diet of meat, tea, coffee and 
butter and find light work at which lighter 
and less expensive clothing could be worn, 
the whole family would be able to spend 
most of their summer days huckleberrying 
and fishing (and incidentally secure thelr 
means of subsistence) instead of delving 
in the bog of unceasing toil. MPield and his 
wife listened hopefully, but lacking the 
mentality to comprehend the simplicity of 
his remseniag, they continued to lean om 
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their bog hoe for economic support. ~~ “4 
Rich Food for the Mind. % 


' Although the apostle of the simple life 
we have just been describing was the au- 
thor of many books of letters, essays and 
poems-—-twenty volumes in all—none ever 
attained the popularity and favor of “Wal- 
den,” a book containing the results of his 
adventures fn fruga] living and lofty think- 
i.g, and depicting the homely labors of 
the hands together with much shrewd ad- 
vice and homespun philosophy. “Walden” 
still constitutes a mine in which there are 
many nuggets of thought and suggestion 
for those seeking the simple life. 


The authcr’s mode of living gave him 


ample ieisure to study and write, which _ 


arts he so developed that his place in lit- 
erature is becoming more and more se- 
curely established with the passing years. 


ti Route Marketine. 

An extension of the method of collective 
marketing of small quantities of food sup- 
plies from a number of neighboring farms, 
now practiced in some sections of the coun- 
try, might be a desirable step in food con- 
servation and more economical! and efficient 
marketing, according to specialists of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

Routes for the collection of milk, cream, 
butter and eggs have been established co- 
operatively by farmers in various parts of 
the country and have been found to meet the 
special marketing needs of small farmers 
more fully than other arrangements. Under 
this plan a single farmer, or the various 
members of the marketing group in rotation, 
érives from farm to farm to collect the small 
quantities of supplies, and attends to the 
marketing of the aggregate produce col- 
lected. In this way the multiplication of 
trips to town is avoided and supplies which 
otherwise might be wasted find their way 
into the market. 

Although route marketing usually is prac- 
ticed for the disposal of dairy products and 
eggs, it has been used in some regions for 
disposing of vegetables, fruits, dressed poul- 
try, and other products of smal! bulk, and in 
many cases might well be employed in other 
sections in a similar way.

never existed outside Mr. Belasco’s own 
unique theater. He knew instantly that he 
was not in Childs's. 


A Picture, not a Reality. 


In other words this picture of a Childs 
restaurant in “The Governor's Lady” was 
a picture within a frame, just as all stage 
pictures are and must be. The existence of 
the frame must destroy the objective reality 
of the picture. Every producer, I think, 
must start by understanding this fact Us 
less he knows very well that his materials 
are artificial he cannot make their effect 
natural. 

Imagine the producer behind the scenes. 
He is surrounded by strange costumes, fur- 
niture gathered from the second hand shops, 
yards of painted canvas, gaudy spotlights, 
wind machines, thunder machines and 
hordes of other devices. With all this artt 
ficiality he must produce some sort of 
reality. 

He cannot for a minute allow himself te 
fmagine that he is dealing with real things. 
He is a conjurer producing magical effects 
with paraphernalia that only he can manipu- 
late. And the conjurer does not dare to let 
himself be fooled. He must know his tools 
perfectly. 

The old producers of the realistic school 
proceeded on the false assumption that they 
were dealing with reality itself They 
copied Childs’s restaurant as though from a 
photograph of the original. And when they 
had finished with all their trouble, when 
they had got together their white tables and 
had carefully put coffee stains on the linen, 
there was still the ornate proscenium 
frame to tel] their audience that it was all 
a fake. They had allowed themselves te 
be fooled by their own machinery. 

Now this was not because they were un- 
usually stupid fellows. Confident as I am 
of my theortes, I cannot believe that I am 
any more clever than the splendid produc 
ers who brought our theater to its present 
state. If they failed in producing their ef- 
fects it was because they were surrounded 
by a false tradition. 


Theater Advancing. 


The present theater is a child, or at 
most a grandchild, of the primitive the 
ater of fifty years ago. In those days the 
stage was lighted by gas, if not by efi 
lamps. Stock scenery was placed upon the 
stage in set grooves. When that revole 
tionary device, the incandescent bulb, ap- 
peared on the scene it was at first used only 
as a substitute for the gas. Our present 
lighting system, which we are just now out- 
growing, is only a clumsy substitute for the 
old gas illumination, and our scenery with 
its elaborate painting upon canvas Is only 
one removed from the flats of older days. 

Producers born and brought up in the 
theater have kept their eyes apon their 
theatrical materials rather than upon the 
effect they wish to produce. But now that 
the theater in point of technical equip- 
ment has in thirty years made more eé 
vance than in any three previous centuries 


. it seems to me that we are free to look 


more toward artistic effect and not keep our 
eyes eternally glued on the mechanics ef it 

We must cease to fool ourselves with the 
idea that on the stage we are dealing with 
reality and must recognize clearly that we 
are dealing with pictures set within a frame, 
The actors are themselves only parts eof 
this picture. They move, they speak, bat 
as parts of a larger design. 

Their aim, no doubt, fs to produce an & 
lusion. But the illusion of objective reality 
is impossible. The only Musion worth while 
is that of emotional belief. M Strakespeare 
by his art makes me hope that King Henry 
will win the battle of Agincourt he has 
created in me an filusion far stronger than 
any be could produce by making an army of 
men-at-arms march across the stage. He 
has drawn my heart into his drama. He 
has made me want to believe it true. 


Audience Resents Fakes. 


I do not think Barnum was right when he 
said “that the people Uke to be fooled.” 
What is true ts that people like to fool 
themselves. The audience resents f when 
Mr. Belasco tries to put ever on them a 
palpable fake. But their whole soul joins 
at Mr. Blinn’s invitation in the game ef 
fooling themselves inte believing they are 


warewept countzy. 


The business of art, I think, ts thus te 
invite the imagination to believe and to 
make it want to believe. The painter’s 
brush, the actor’s gestures are only such in- 
vitations, They say “Let’s play at this or at 
that.” The business of the artist and stage 
producer is merely to suggést things for the 
audience to believe in. 

This is just as true when Mary Turner 
weeps as when Hamlet soliloquizes. If 
“Within the Law” ran 400 nights it was not 
because the producer made the audience be 
Neve they were In @ rea] department store 
but because he made them want to sym- 
pathize with Mary in her experience. 

I mean to say that the producer must 
manipulate the parts of his stage picture 
just as consciously and deliberately as the 
painter manipulates his colors. The fact 
that a chair would In real life be over in 
this corner fs no sufficient reason for put 
ting ft there on the stage. The only good 
reason for putting it there or anywhere is 
its assistance In making the audience want 
to join In the Imaginative game. 

The producer is the painter of the stage; 
he must not be its photographer. He must 
create art, not copy nature. Nature fs not 
artistic; {t merely is. Art has a conscious 
purpose; it Is contrived to intrigue its aw 
dience Into joining In. And the producer 
must bein this sense an artist, bending all 
his efforts to carrying his audience along 
with him toward the desired effect He 
must recognize the unreality of his stage 
world before he can create its reality. 

In creating emotional fMlusion by signifi- 
cant suggestion, I believe no one has done 
more valuable work in this country than 
Arthur Hopkins. ft has been my privilege 
to work with him for several years past and 
etudy his simplified type of production is 
fits actual effect upon audiences. 


Actor Adds Harmony. 


The actor's part in this work is, first of 
all, to be a good actor. But to carry ont 
completely the method I have been propos 
ting he must use certain means which have 
hitherto not been a part of the ordinary 
actor’s technique. For the actor, Ifke the 
stage producer, has grown up under the 
photographic tradition; he has believed that 
the aim of his art is merely to imitate 
reatity 


The great actors rising above this tradt 
tion by instinct bave always known and 
exemplified the trick that acting Includes 
much more than this. The melting musical 
tones of Bernhardt’s voice, the marvelously 
beautiful postures of Duse’s body, have little 
to do with reality. But they are among the 
most potent means to effect which these an 


has to de with beauty of voice 


make himself purely a study In de 
fost ap the landscape 
adds te his picturiy ¢/ mature a har 
eolor and lint, so the actor should 


fective as the mere realist. By appealing te 
hese sensuous parts of the spectator he se- 
eures the co-operation of their imagination, 
and thus greatly tmcreases the emotional 
Musion of reality. 

Of course, the extent to which the beauty 
of tone and gesture should enter into acting 
varies with the character of the part. But 
I am eure there is no play, not even “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,” which will not be more effec- 
tive, if ft is thus acted with regard to the 
appeal to the tmagination. 

Overreaching the Mark. 


In the matter of stage settings the require 
ments can be set down more precisely. 
Here We must remember that the audience 
is concerned with what takes place within 
the frame If we invite the spectator to 
look beyond the frame, by means of off 
stage noises, for instance, we call his at- 
tention to the fact that it is all unreal. Once 
his imagination has passed beyond the

frame @ goes further and thinks of thé 
proscenium arch, the “gridiron,” the walls of 
the theater and the world outside. It is not 
so important just what the spectators see 
iaside the frame; the important thing is 
that they should not think of anything else. 

It is absolutely necessary that the stage 
picture should not enter too closely into 
competition with reality. I believe there 
should always be some unrealitly, some 
slight conventionalization of the stage set- 
ting. And this should be in the direction of 
simplicity. 

The overelaboration of the stage setting 
tends merely te confuse and distract the 
audience and to complicate or destroy the 
actor's effect. It is an important psycho- 
logical principle that the imagination likes to 
touch one thing at a time. So the stage 
picture should have its centra] point of in- 
terest, obtained by means of the color 
scheme or the design. 

And the actors’ “business” should be 
equally simple, otherwise the attention of 
the audience becomes confused and dissi- 
pated. And if there is to be only one thing 
at a time that thing must be significant. 
It must suggest the essentia! and leave the 
rest to the imagination. 


Art of Suggestion, 


Such is the magic of the stace that if the 
producer appeals to the imagination he can 
suggest to the spectator almost anything 
on earth. The illusion of creat space, for 
instance, can be strikingly suggested on @ 
ten-foot stage. The fourth act of “Chan 
tecler” was played “in Whe heart of a 
forest,” yet there was just eight feet of 
stage room from the curtain line to the 
backdrop. The scene was brilliantly sue 
cessful. 

Again tn the beach scene and the Ozark 
Mountain scene of Arthur Hopkins’s pro- 
duction of “Evangeline” the actual playing 
space was less than ten feet deep. And 
these are often quoted as being two of the 
most satisfactory scenes to suggest vastness 
which have been seen on the stage in recent 
years. In fact there is much to be said 
against the deep scene in any case. !t is 


bound te look unreal to those in the cak © 


lery. 

The part which the scenery can play ig 
eetting the mood of a scene has been thor 
oughly studied by modern artists of the the 
ater like Robert Edmond Jones, and ! need 
say little Im additional. But from the point 
of view of the practical stage producer it is 
worth while to testify to the enormous help 
which a real artist can render to the actor. 

Sympathetic scenery can actually estab 
lish an atmosphere which will aid the actor 
in all he seeks to do. One of the best 
examples of this, it seems to me, was the 
first act of “Good Gracious Anna)elile,” 


the scenery of which exactly set the tone of 


silken refinemen® which the actors were 
supposed to carry out. 

No matter how realistic the scene. the art- 
fst with his eve for essentials is needed. 
The second scene of “The Devil's Garden” 
was, I suppose, as realistic as any that 
could be tmagined, but Mr. Jones made the 
ngly hotel bedroom even more vuely. and yet 
strangely pervasive mood, by his knowl 
edge of color and design. 

Moreover the lighting of our stage is still 
obviously artificial. The electrician. or 
rather the producer who directs him. should 
Neht his scene with the same regard for the 
total effect as the painter cives to the light 
ine of his landscape. Light should be em 
veloping. The overhead lighting system in 
vogue tm many of our theaters would be 
excellent ff the Mehts could be hone at 
some greater height than fifteen or sixteen 
feet above the heads of the actors and 
were equipped to diffuse licht from this 
greater distance. 

Tt has taken the man of the theater a long 
time to appreciate the validity of the the 
orfes of the modern artists in regard to the 
theater. Put I believe he must come té 
these theories and conclusions, that the 
stage with its setting and action is a ple 
ture within a frame and must be treated as 
a picture, with full appeal to the sensuons 
and esthetic reaction of the andience, ff 
is to gain true of emotional beltef, 
As our American producers accept these 
principles they will, I believe, add to the 
dramatic effectiveness of the plays theg

fornia climate has undergone a marked and 
progressive change since “they were 
young”? Dr. Carpenter says it is a psycho- 
logical, a mere lapse of memory, a change 
in the individual that is ascribed to an actual 
change in climatic conditions, the tendency 
to magnify and remember the unusual 
while the ordinary is forgotten. Thus, 
in time, it is only the extremely low or the 
extremely high temperatures that are well 
remembered and, uaconsciously, the abnor 
mal has in this way been substituted for 
the normal. The erroneous result reached 
from a comparison between past and present 
weather conditions !s also due to the facts 
that the attitude towards life, the amount of 
energy, the daily occupations and perhaps 
the place of residence of the older people 
are very different now than they were fifty 
years ago, more or less. 

Another myth having wide current belief 


4s that the water off the coast of Southern 


California is not as warm as it used to be; 
and this is coupled with the intimation that 
the water may continue to grow cooler year 
by year:

Sodium fluorid may be applied in two 
forms, as a dust and as a dip. In using 
either form the first step is to see that all 
fowls are shut in the poultry house or placed 
in coops prior to beginning treatment. 

The action of sodium fluorid when applied 
in dust form is comparatively slow; hence, if 
fowls are examined the day following treat- 
ment, or even two or three days later, some 
lice may be found. The materia! persists, 
bowever, and after four or five days al! lice 
disappear. Apparently the hatching of the 
eggs is not prevented, but the young lice find 
sufficient material present in the feathers 
upon emerging from the eggs to destroy all 
of them. 

For complete destruction of lice it is es- 
sential to place sma!] amounts of the mate- 
rial on different parts of the infested birds. 
Contrary to the usual belief, all species of 
lice do not migrate freely from one part of 
the bird to another, hence the materia] must 
be well distributed to bring it in contact 
with all lice present. 

The “pinch method” is said to be entirely 
effective against all lice and to have the ad- 
vantage of economy of time and material. 


When applying the material by this method 
it is placed on a table in an open vessel, and 
the fowl is held by the legs or wings with 
one hand, while with the other hand a smal] 


pinch of the chemical is placed among the 
feathers next to the skin about as follows: 
One pinch on the head, one on the neck, two 
on the back, one on the breast, one below the 
vent, one on the tail, one on either thigh, and 
one scattered on the under side of each wing 
when spread. Each pinch can be distributed 
gomewhat by pushing the thumb and fingers 
among the feathers as the material is re- 
leased. It is advisable when dusting to hold 
the chicken over a large sh@ilow pan, as in 
this way the small amo ‘of material ordi- 
narily lost is recovered. r lice on young 
chickens, young turkeys, and in fact all 
newly-hatched fowls, the application of so- 
dium fluorid in the dust form is recom- 
mended, rather than by dipping. This ap- 
plies also to sick fowls. 

Beginners in poultry keeping are quite apt 
to fail of results in their efforts, often attrib- 
uting their troubles to poor laying quality of 
their birds, to disease and genera! want of 
vigor and health, when al! that ails their 
flocks is the presence of lice and mites.

As for the other remedies, many can be ob- 
tained in the preparatory form of the poultry 
supply houses with directions for their appli- 
cation.

Economical Fertilizer Supply. By Thomas C. Wallace, 


F THE premises from which we have 
been reasoning on the fertilizer question 
are correct, the principal ingredients de 

manded to be applied to the eoil to feed the 
plants are humus, nitrates and phosphorie 
ecid. In grouping humus with the ingredl- 


ents of nitrate and phosphoric acid we are 
perhaps taking a good deal of license with 
the term “ingredients” as applied to food 
units for plants, But as the humates have 
such a decided influence over the condition 
of plant food in the soil, and as humus is es- 
sential to a healthy soil condition in which 
plants can feed at al] readily, it seemg better 
that we should keep it always in mind as & 
condition precedent either in the soll or in 
ihe material to be applied to the sol] from 
which the plants, are to feed. Laying the 
stress on the necessity of applying nitrogen 
and phosphoric acid is not intended to over 
shadow the need of potash In plant and fruit 
production, but the soils we have to deal 
with in California are usually better sup 
plied with potash than with phosphoric acid, 
and also the potash comes more easily inte 
plant food condition in the sofl The ques 
tion which comes to mind for discussion now 
is: how are humus, nitrogen and phosphoris 
acid to be obtained in the most practical way 
and in the cheapest useful forms? It is not 
necessary to take up any time in discussing 
the means of supplying potash salts for @ 
soil, because we have at present but one 
commercial form of supply, and that Is salt, 
Economizing in Humus. 


The usual method of supplying the bulk of 
the humus to our soils hag been through 
the agency of stable and corral] manures 
These include the long straw manure of 
city stables which are often 60 te 88 per 
cent. straw, the corral manure from dairies 
end mule or horse, from sheep and goat com 
rals, and the manure scraping of the paved 
etreets of the cities. Im value as humus, 
taking both quality and quantity into com 
sideration, they may be classed as follows: 

Chemical Value: First, sheep and goat 
manure; second, clean street gatherings; 
third, cow manure; fourth, horse and mule 
corral manures; and fifth, stable manure. 

Humie Value: First, cow manure; see 
ond, clean etreet gatherings; third, horse 
and mule corral manure; fourth, sheep and 
goat manure; and fifth, stable manure wits 
etraw, Simply straw itself makes suck 
poor quality of humus and of such poor prop 
erties that it is scarcely worth qualifying 


such. 
The Best Humus. 


— 

We are now beginning to understand that 
there is another source of humus supply 
which, when it can be conveniently used, is 
superior and at the same time very much 
cheaper than any of the animal manures just 
mentioned: ] refer to the humus obtained 
from a crop of leguminous planta, such as 
peas, vetches or any of the clovers plowed ia 
green and well worked into the sofl. The 
reason that the humus of such material ls 
superior ig because, belmg green and succe 
lent, it is easily decomposed to make humus, 
and that this class of plants being rich in 
proteid matter make a more suitable, and, 
from a plant feeding standpoint, richer com 
dition of humus than it is possible to obtain 
from the game weight of animal refuse. 
These types of plants are a combination, ar 
at least some of them ara, in that they are 
forage plants as well as frult-producing 
plants. Ag a result of this peculiarity they 
contain fn thelr stems, leaf and root system 
a much richer condition of the humus, from 
a plant feeding standpoiat, For instance, 
the legumes are much larger users of ime, 
yvhosphoric acid and potash than the require 
ments of the frults they help produce call 
for, and as a consequence leave a greater 
proportion of these ingredients in thely 
siraw and roots than do plants w wie 
essentially grain or fruit ‘produ and 
which consequently give gp 
plete. storage of plant food. 
etc., to the ripening product of 
grain. These alse 
greater users of nitrogen than ordinary 
plants, and seemiigly have*the reason al 
ready stated. They not only utilize all the 
soluble nitrogen they can find in the soll, 
but after they have exhausted it. they har 
bor a system of bacteria of the soll, which

Reciprocity Between Piant and Bacteria. 


One reason the legumes are able to sup- 
port these bacteria on their rootlets is that 
they have themselves such a heavy supply 
of lime, phosphoric acid and potash, which 
they have extracted from the soil, that they 
are able to spare to the bacteria the amount 
of their requirements while they are manvu- 
facturing nitrogen into plant food for their 
hosts. While it is not always practical’ nor 
always convenient to utilize this cheap 
source of humus for our soils, it is always 
desirable if the conditions are such as to 
allow its being done. Apart from every 
other consideration it is important to ob- 
eerve that these plants are pretty deep root- 
erg and that they make a great quantity of 
root, so that if they are grown a consider- 
able portion of material for the formation of 
humus would be left much deeper down in 
the soil than we could put it with the plow, 
and therefore they make for us a deeper 
stratum for the feeding of our regular 
crops. This may not seem to be so apparent 
in the first or even second year of the use 
of leguminous crops for humus, because the 
decomposition low down in the soil is much 
slower than that higher up, nearer the 
chance, of aeration. I leave the question of 
the practicability of the use of cover crops, 
as to its affecting atmosphere, water supply, 
etc., with the practical grower, as it is a 
matter which seems to me can be best 
jedged and only reasonably judged with a 
full knowledge of all the local contingencies, 
I therefore endeavor to discuss principles 
rather than lay down rules for practice, 


Economical Nitrogen. 


As the most important of all plant foods 
are the compounds of nitrogen which plants 
can utilige,.e0 they are the most expensive 
plant foods, te obtain by purchase. If it 
were not that animal refuse manures were 
Lumus suppliers, even the liquids giving hu- 
mic acid to form humates with bases, they 
would be extravagant means of obtaining 
nitrogen for plant food, though it is difficult 
to conceive of a much better form of nitro- 
gen feeding than that supplied in conjunc- 
tion with animal refuse manure. But in the 
long run they do not give sufficient nitrogen 
even at the extravagant cost their use in- 
curs, and we are obliged to obtain nitrogen 
in some other form. Nitrate of soda is un- 
doubtedly the most economical form of ni- 
trogen among commercial materials obtain- 
able for plants. The other well-known 


sources of nitrogen for plant food are dried: 


blood, tankage, sulphate of ammonia, guano 


and bone, and among these tankage usually’ 


is the cheapest form of nitrogen. The nitro 


gen from nitrate of soda and sulphate of ~ 


ammonia is purely chemical, while that from 
blood, tankage and bone is organic; from the 
guanos a portion of it is usually in the form 
of chemical! salts and the balance is organic 
nitrogen. Nitrogen from nitrate of soda is 
in a form of nitrate (a basic form) which 
can be promptly utilized by plants, but in 
the organic forms a decomposition has to 
take place in the sol] so as to allow soluble 
nitrates to be produced for the plant's ab- 
sorption. One point which makes the nitro- 
gen of tankage a lIlttle more economical

If the pea crop is very poor, of 
course this cost would increase because the 
nitrogen obtained from the atmosphere 
would be much less, but on the other hand 
if we are able by good management and 
proper fertilization to grow a first-class crop 
of peas, our cost of nitrogen production may 
even be less than $2 per unit. If the soil is 
poor in nitrogen the cost will be in some 
cases even below 10 cents per pound for the 
nitrogen, because the plant will be obliged 
to obtain a larger supply from the atmos- 
phere than if it found soluble in the soil a 
considerable portion of the nitrogen needed 
for its requirements. e | 


We Must Aliow for Soi! Supply. 


On the question of economy of nitrogen 
supply the cost must be subject to qualifica- 
tion measured by the amount of nitrogen al- 
ready present and soluble in the soil. In 
treatises on this point the calculation has 
not been modified as it should be by the 
value of the humus obtained as a result of 
the decomposition of the pea crop in the 
soil, and which could only be otherwise ob- 
tained by the use of anima! refuse, in which, 
as we have already observed, the cost of 
nitrogen is high owing to the fact that it 
has usually to be brought from long dis- 
tances and needs further handling and haul- 
ing before it is ready to be worked with the 
soll by the plow. The handling of a crop of 
peas for soil purposes does not entail any 
more expense than the general handling of 
the soil without them, and not as much as 
the application of manure, and the fertilizer 
required for the proper production of the 
Pea crop is not properly chargeable to the 
peas as it is only tempofarily used to give 
the pea its power to support the microdenes 
to obtain nitrogen from the atmosphere. 
When the peas are themselves decomposed 
in the soi] the fertilizer with which they 
have been fed, together with the nitrogen 
which they have obtained from the atmos- 
phere, becomes then the plant food for the 
main crop of the land. Taking these things 
into consideration the cost we have placed 
upon the nitrogen obtained for the soil by 
way of a pea crop is very generous, as it is 
intended to be. Indeed, I have set it so high 
that no calculation can be suggested which 
would necessitate its being raised. I am 
satisfied that crops of peas have been grown 
in orchards in Southern California on soils 
poor in strength which have supplied the

If plants did not possess some selective 
power many more would die of vegetable 
indigestion, dyspepsia or the like. But they 
are able, to some extent, to select and re- 
ject, as well as to render a part of their food 
soluble. For example, some seaweeds con- 
tain more potash than soda, though the wa 
ter in which they grow contains an excess 
of soda salts. 

“Long years of observation prompts thé 
present writer to remark that eucalypts are 
not our most drought-resistant trees and 
that members of this great family perish 
while some other tree or trees live, in too 
much or too little of heat, cold, water, 
drought, salt, alkalf, etc. Nevertheless, they 
are a wonderful hardy and valuable group. 


The dairyman tests each cow's milk sepa 
rately and eliminates the cows proved un- 
profitable. The farmer studies the demands 
of each crop on the soil and replaces the 
fertilizing elements extracted, but the av- 
erage gardener does not study the problem 
and usually fertilizes in a general manner 
and so gets through with fair results for he 
seldom uses enough to constitute a danger. 

It was noticed by the writer that avocado 
trees had tender growths much scorched 
by the hot spell of a month ago and young 
trees had their exposed trunks damaged.

From the time a baby is five or six months 
old it should be put on fruit juices.

Vaccination for Typhus. 


As a cOénspicuous instance of what the 
new serum therapy has done for the sol- 
diers let us call to mind the vaccination 
against typhus. It has alwayf been one of 
the most virulent of all camp diseases. in 
our own Cuban war it killed nearly double 
as many as did the battles. In this present 
war it has been as bad as ever among the 
Belgian and Balkan troups, because the 
governments of these countries were too 
poor and unprepared to take the necessary 
steps for the vaccination of their soldiers. 
Typhus therefore raged fiercely, especially 
in the Balkans, where it also spread among 
the civilian population. The American 
Red Cross sent doctors and nurses who did 
valiant service among the sick, and the 
governments finally awakened to the fact 
that vaccination was an essential precau- 
tion. In the French army, on the other 
hand, during the first two years, with 
about two million men in the field, they 
had only nineteen cases, of which only 
eight were fatal. But here every man had 
been vaccinated before he was sent into 
the trenches. 


Fat and Grease. 


Health publications and dietarians have 
for years been crying out‘against frying 
and the presence of grease in food; but 
it is safe to say that so far their warnings 
have been unheeded by most cooks. 

I shall try to explain why these admoni- 
tions have not been more generally lis- 
tened to. I think that the whole matter 
hinges on the point that the difference be- 
tween fat and grease has not been made 
sufficiently clear. 

Fat is an essential in our dietary; it adds 
a plus both in usefulness and in taste 


(enjoyment) to all the dishes into which | 


it goes. ats 
Grease, on the contrary is an uanilti. 
gated evil, except in so far as its taste 
is enjoyed by some undiscriminating pat- 
ates. 
Grease is fat changed from its natural 
composition by a high degree of heat. The 
frying pan is one of the handiest means to 
accomplish this transition. 


Fat in ite Natural State. 


Whether it be animal or vegetable fat, 
and whether it be oll or solid fat, as long 
as it remains unchanged in its natural 
state we find it, on microscopical examina- 
tion, to be made up of little globules held 
together in a viscid fluid. Im the dryest 
kinds the meshes of the cellular tissues 
in which it is deposited takes the place 
of this fluid. Each globule consists of a 
microscopical droplet of oil, inclosed in a 
more or less transparent membrane. 

The stomach fluids digest this membrane 
and the little microscopical droplet of pure 
oll is thereby set free. In other words, 
fat particles in very highly divided state 
are little by little digested out of the food. 
They are at once taken up by the villi, the 
small sucking organs that line the intes- 
tinal tracts as a velvety nap and absorb 
the digested food liquids as they pass dVer 
them. In this way fat digestion and ab- 
sorption is easy and uncomplicated.

Otherwise it “washed out too quickly.” 

Grease is hard to digest precisely for 
the very reason that it is good as a boot 
grease. 

When food ig put into grease it is in- 
closed in and penetrated by this substance 
that is insoluble in water. Since no di- 
gestive action can take place as long as 
the digestive fluids are kept out, fermenta- 
tion quickly starts in the food contained 
in the warm and moist environment of the 
stomach. 


Yeilow Fever. 


Another instance is the disappearance of 
yellow fever from all the places in the 
world where conscientious sanitation has 
been introduced, as in Cuba, the territory 
of the Panama Canal! and the Gulf States. 


Some Fermentation Products. 


We shall here mention only a few of 
the fermentation products so that it may 
be made clear why they are harmful. Fer- 
meatation always ends in alcohol; but it is 
not always grain alcohol, but any kind of 
alcohol that the food ingested will make. 
From fermenting potatoes the product is 
fusil alcohol, which is poisonous until it is 
very carefully distilled; from cabbage and 
other woody fibrous vegetables it. is wood 
alcohol that always is poisonous; from 
taffy and other greasy candy it js gin—etc. 

Nor are these alcohols the refined prod- 
ucts that are put on the market by the 
distillers; they are in the first raw mash, 
each kind in its most harmful state. 

The objections against the use of grease 
are therefore clearly seen. Any method 
in cooking that converts good butter, 
cream, oi] or other fats into grease must 
be protested against by all conscientious 
cooks. At some future time we shall con- 
tinue this topic.

The Hindus cook with a great deal of 
butter. They eat very simple foods, al- 
though they season the food with a great 
deal of cayenne pepper.

They 
mix the flour with miék or water, making 
a large flat cake, very much like the Span- 
ish tortilla, which they cook on top of the 
stove. 

One dollar here equals three dollars jn 
India. If a Hindu owns a horse in India 
he is considered wealthy. 

The Hindu usually is a good worker. 
is sometimes slow, but can be “nips” 
upon to do as he is told, He is stronger 
than the average ‘“‘white man.” 


Fiber Containers for Delivering Foods 
To Consumer. 

The demand for “ready-to-eat” foods, such 
as baked pork and beans, spaghetti, etc, 
with the simple direction “Heat and serve,” 
represents the largest factor in the in- 
creased use of tin cans. These foods must 
be processed in the containers at or above 
the temperature of boiling water, and no 
substitute for tin has been found that satis- 
factorily meets these conditions. However, 
a great economy in tin can be effected by 
home cooking of such products during the 
present shortage. 

Fiber containérs are recommended for the 
distribution by the retailer of many food. 
stuffs, including milk, cream, buttermilk, ice 
cream, oysters, syrups, marshmallow creams, 
dried fruits, preserves, jellies, mincemeat, 
horseradish, relishes, pickles, deviled ham 
and chicken, vinegar, dry and prepared mus. 
tard, soda water, salads, sauerkraut and 
olives.
